STEAMSHIPS COLLIDE, 


THE ‘TURKISTAN. SINKS THE EDAM 
_ NEAR EDDYSTONE LIGHT. 


A Dense Fog Was on the Sea at the 
Time—All of the Passengers and 
Crew of the Wrecked Vessel 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS BEPORT.) 


PLYMOUTH (Eng., Sept. 19.—(By 
Atlantic Cable.) e steamer Beres- 
tord has arrived have, having in tow 
the Vulture of Brixham and four ship’s 
boats, containing the captain, crew 
and passengers of tha Netherland 
Steamship Company’s steamship Edam 
of Rotterdam, from New. York, bound 
for Amsterdam. At 1 o'clock this morn- 
ing the Edam collided -with the Turkis- 

tan, fifty miles southeast of Star Point.. 
The collision occurred. in a dense fog. 
The Edam foundered and the Turkistan 
was lost to view in the fog. 

The captain, passengers and crew of 


the Edam, who took to the boats imme-, 


diately after the collision, were picked 
up by the Vulture. 

The Vulture was on fishing 
groumds, fifteen miles 
lighthouse, last night. Just before 1 


} o’clock a thick fog came up. Those on 


the ‘Vulture heard a great blowing of 
whisties, then a terrific-crash. The Vul- 
ture immediately went alongside the 
steamship He. which was rapidly 
filing. Capt. Brunsma requested the 
Vulture to stand by. The ship’s boats 
were quickly lowered, and the passen- 
gers helped into them without accident. 

he passengers were greatly alarmed, 
but there was no panic. A majority 
went on deck without having taken 
time to dress. The women and children 
were first embarked in the ship’s boats. 
The sea was perfectly smooth. ‘The 
Turkistan, which did not' appear to 
have sustained serious injury by the 
collision, stood by until the danger was 
past, and then proceeded in the direc- 
tion of Cardiff. The Edam foundered at 
3 o'clock, two hours after the collision, 

The Edam and Turkistan came to- 
gether with great force, although pro- 
ceeding cautiously in the fog. The Tur- 
kistan’s prow made a great hole in the 
side of the Edam Both vessels imme- 
diately lowered boats, and many. 

sengers were 
Edam by the Turkis 

Another account says that the Edam 
foundered within half an hour after the 
collision. Everything is being done at 
Plymouth to make the shipwrecked de- 
ple comfortable, and to supply them 
with clothing, as all their baggage was 
lost. The Edam carried ninety-three 
steerage passengers. The Turkistan's 
bows were badly damaged. 

The Edam was struck amidships on 
the port side, Capt. Brunsma being on 
the bridge at the time. He had heard 
the Turkistan whistle, and had replied 
several times. When at last the vessel 
loomed up,in the fog it was too late to 
avoid a collision, but the captain im- 
mediately signalled to reverse the en- 
gines, and ordered everybody on deck. 
He directed that the passengers and 
crew be divided into four parties, one 
for each of the steamship’s boats. The 
boats were lowered without any panic. 
The women and children were handed 
down into them, some of them but half- 
dressed. Meantime, boats from’ the 
Turkistan had arrived and Capt. Drew 
of the Vulture from Brixham, who had 
heard the crash, brought his trawler 
alongside the fast-sinking Edam... 

Capt. Drew of the Vulture, in an in- 
terview with a representative of the 
Associated Press, said that he had just 
reached the fishing grounds, about fif- 
teen miles northwest of the Eddystone 
lighthouse, when the fog-bank came up. 
Hearing the sound of whistling and a 
little later the crash, he bore imme- 
diately down on the noise. The, night 
was so dark that he was unable to see 
how large the vesseles were, or where 
the Turkistan struck the Edam. He 
did not think that the Turkistan was 
much damaged, but he ascertained that 
her stem was somewhat injured. 

The officers of the Edam refused to 
give any details of the disaster, beyond 
saying there was no panic on board 
the steamship, but that everybody kept 
perfectly cool: From other sources it 
was learned that the steamer: settled 
down at the stem. first.and sank in 
about forty. minutes after the vessels 
struck, by which time all the boats had 
got clear of the doomed ship. Capt. 
Brunsma tried to board her again be- 
fore she sank, but the danger was too 
great. The passengers were all emi- 
grants of the poorest class. and none 
of them could speak English. 

«When they reached they 
presented a pltiable spectacle, the most 
fortunate of them being only half clad. 
They were, however, soon provided 
with clothing. English: yachtsmen con- 
tributed money for the alleviation of 
their distress, and local tradesmen gave 
for the same purpose.

Jones and 
Wilson were frequenters of saloons in 
the neighborhood of the bank, and 
gambling and drink are set down as 
the cause of their fall. - 

For the first time in the history of 
the bank, a period of more than twen- 
ty-four years, irregularities have been 
discovered in the accounts of the re- 
ceiving teller and paying teller. They, 
were both trusted employees, one hav- 
ing been with the bank for seventeen 
years and the other for twelve. Of-

More ‘Trouble in China—Seven Men 
Beheaded. 

(RFGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.)

EXECUTED AS PER ORDERS.

Evans and Gregory, the 
British Consul, proceeded to Yamen 
gate, where the mandarin sat ‘await- 
ing them. 

When the foreigners took their seats 
the drums were beaten, a salute fired 
and the crier shouted three times The 
court is open.” Then the condemned 
men were brought speedily from their 
cells. They knelt before the court and 
were tumbled, securely bound, into 
bamboo cages, on which were attached 
pieces of paper with the sentence writ- 
ten on them. The mandarins then put 
on their sacrlet robes and scarlet hoods 
and the death procession started for the 
execution grounds outside the city be- 
tween lines of soldiers. When, the pro- 
cession arrived the condemned men 
were tumbled out and made to kneel 
with their backs to the mandarins. 
Then the five headsmen began ‘their 
bloody work. The first head fell clean 
cut. When the heads of the sev- 
en men were cut off the vast crowd 
gave a great shout. The people clapped 


were hung in a prominent place in the 
city as a warning. 

The mandarins professed to fear fur- 
ther trouble from the crowd of for- 
eigners, who went armed with revol- 
vers, but there was no trouble. No 
leaders have been executed as yet. 
Some leaders with strong backing hope 
to escape. The viceroy is delaying the 
execution of others, hoping for an un- 
deserved clemency. Punishment fol- 
lowing the crime so soon is unusual 
after foreign troubles. The execution 
will have a good effect in showing the 
people that the matter is serious.

There is a sentiment to which 
brave Hearts respond 
approvingly in these friendly meetings 
and greetings between men once ar- 
rayed against each other in om. 


Strife. 


After a third of a of 
the passions and antagonisms of the 
civil war should be no more than a 
yniniscence, though the contest itself, 

all its patriotic effort, its noble 
sacrifices and its sublime endurance 
should remain forever a glorious recol- 
lection in every true American heart; 
for its was the war that saved us a na- 
tion and preserved liberty. The causes 
which brought about that terrible but 
unavoidable struggle have long since 
passed into history and have been 
erased from the category of living is- 
sues. Most of the men, likewise, who 
‘were chiefly instrumental in precipi- 
tating the great conflict, have passed 
from the field of earthly action. The 
old order has changed, giving place to 
the new. Another generation of men 
is on the scene. New issues are at the 
front; new interests have developed; 
new thoughts and impulses and pur- 
poses engross mens’ minds.

The lessons of the war, written in 
the blood of our bravest sons, must not 
be forgotten.

105 eben, “on the rough edge of battle,“ 
amid the clash of arms and the deluge 


of blood. It is as necessary that they 
should be remembered and heeded in 
the North as in the South.

2 SAN JOAQUIN VALLEY RAIL- 
ROAD, 


The San Francisco papers announce 
that work is being vigorously pushed 
on the grading of the San Joaquin Val- 
ley Railroad, from which such great 
things are expected by the business 
men of that city. Meantime, some ex- 
citement has been caused up there by 
an article which was recently pub- 
lished in the Chicago Tribune, and 
telegraphed to a San Francisco paper, 
in which the statement was plainly 
made that the new road had already 
fallen into the hands of the Southern 
Pacific Company. One of the facts 
given in support of this statement was 


| that Mr. J. S. Leeds, who has been in 


charge of the Traffic Association, was 
recently replaced by a man named Cur- 
tis, who left the employ of the South- 
ern Pacific Company to accept the po- 
aition. 

It will be remembered that at the 
time when the San Joaquin Valley road 
was incubated, amid great enthusiasm, 
considerable surprise was expressed 
because Mayor Sutro, who is a great 
advocate of competition in transporta- 
tion, refused to have anything to do 
with it, and also combated the grant- 
ing of the valuable terminal to the line 
at China Basin. At that time Mr. 
Sutro intimated more or less plainly 
that he was not satisfled as to whether 
or not there was not a “nigger in the 
woodpile.”” However, the company 
was organized, with the assistance of 
Claus Spreckels, and one of the most 
remarkable things in connection with 
it was the statement made by Mr. 
Crocker of the Southern Paciſie Com- 
pany that he favors the building of the 
road, and would do all he could to 
assist it in the San Joaquin Valley. 
Coming from the representative of a 
company which has never tolerated 
any competition, except such as it ex- 


set a good many people to thinking. 

The San Francisco papers, the man- 
agers of the new road, and the chief 
men of the Southern Pacific Company 
all vehemently deny the report printed 
in the Chicago paper, characterizing 
it as a fake, or something worse. In 
fact, they declare that it must have 
been started by men who desire to in- 
jure the prospects of the San Joaquin 
Valley road. Who these men can be, 
supposing it to be true that the South- 
ern Pacific Company favors the enter- 
prise, it is hard to conjecture. 

Mr. Leeds, who successfully handled 
the Traffic Association, working up an 
effective competition by steamship, 
which must have cost the Southern 
Pacific Company a good round million 
dollars up to date, left the Traffic As- 
sociation. because he considered that 
he had done all in his power to place 
its affairs on a solid basis, and that 
the association was not justified in con- 
tinuing to pay $10,000 a year for work 
which could easily be carried on by a 
cheaper man. Mr. Leeds took great 
interest in his work, because he had a 
grudge of old standing against C. P. 
Huntington, which it gave him par- 
ticular satisfaction to settle. He was 
never in favor of a competing railroad 


ing that it would inevitably be swal- 
lowed up by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. | 

The next few years will show what 
amount of truth or otherwise there ig 
in these conjectures as to the future of 
the new road. For the sake of the un- 
fortunate tillers of the soil in the 
great San Joaquin Valley, and for the 
sake of California’s progress, it is. sin- 
cerely to be hoped that the San Joaquin 
Valley Railroad may prove to be a 
competing road in fact as well in name.

The evening classes of the Young 
Men's Christian Association will com- 
mence their fifth year with an opening 
reception, October 7. These classes ‘have 
been very successful, each year‘show- 
ing an increased enrollment.

sketched: the life of that brave 
modest man from the time that he 
graduated in 1840 to the close of his 
earthly career. He began his address 
saying: True and prudent, distin-' 
guished ‘in council and on many battle- 
flelds, celebrated by his courage,’ was 
the brief ringing eulogium pronounced 
by the magnanimous Rosecrans after 
the magnificent struggle before Mur- 
freesboro, now. nearly thirty-three years 
ago, upon the great soldier whose fame 


long cheer. 


ously upon Chickamauga. It was 
praise well-deserved even then, but it 
was bettered afterward by years.of dis- 
tinguished service. You know who I 
allude to, Gen. George H. Thomas, in 
many respects the greatest of them all. 
However this may be, I have no doubt 
that we are all agreed upon the note- 
worthy fact that he was the only 
great commander on either side who 
never lost a battle from Mill Spring to 
Nashville, and that he was the only 
commander on either side who com- 
pletely annihilated a great army during 
our war; for he destroyed Hood’s army 
in front of Nashville in December, 1864 
and as such it was never heard of 
again.” Referring to the grand work 
of Thomas at the battle of Chicka- 
mauga, Maj. Truman said; Through- 
out that dreadful day Thomas stood’ 
calm in the midst of the leaden tem- 
pest, giving his orders, providing 
against every emergency, strengthening 
every’ weak point, fighting against 
great odds, and through it all con- 
stantly in the midst of impending dis- 
aster until at last darknessyand exhaus- 
tion of his ammunition compelled him 
to cease. He held the field at the com- 
pletion of the day’s conflict. There is 
nowhere in history a more astonishing 
instance of victory being snatched from 
the very jaws of disaster than the epi- 
sode of Chickamauga, andtheglory of it | 
belongs to Thomas and the brave men | 
who stood with him in that storm of 
iron and lead. From that day he be- 
came known as The Rock of Chicka- 
mauga.’” On retiring. to his seat, Maj. 
Truman’ was loudly cheered and oon. 
gratulated on his address. 

Companion F. O. Wyman of the Fours 
teenth ‘Ohio Regiment related some try- 
ing “experiences which he underwent 
during those Chickamauga days, and ex- 
hibjted a piece of spruce tree imbedded - 
with bullets, which he picked up on the 
field of: pattie.

The story was 
well told and the witty remark of Sen- 
ator Evarts was roundly applauded.

THE TORRENS SYSTEM. 


Ex-Assemblyman Robert N. Bulla 
sends the following interesting commu- 
nication to The Times on the subject 
of the Torrens system of land transfers, 
| for which Mr, Bulla made a strong fight 
in the late Legislature: 

“T note with pleasure your favorable 

comments on the Torrens system of 
land transfer, in The Times of this 
morning, and the question was sug- 
gested thereby as to whether you are 
familiar with the history of the efforts 
to secure the adoption of that system 
by the Legislature of our State. 
1 “You will reinember that Gov. Mark- 
ham appointed a commission in pursu- 
ance of an act passed by the Legisla- 
ture of 1893 to examine the Torrens 
land act, and report to the next ses- 
sion of the Legislature. That commis- 
sion reported in favor of the adoption 
of the system in a form modified to 
conform to the provisions of our State 
Constitution, and submitted a draft 
‘of a bill for passage by the Legislature. 
The bill was introduced in both houses, 
by myself in the Assembly, and in the 
Senate by Senator McAllister of Marin 
county. I succeeded in securing the pas- 
sage of the bill in the Assembly, ‘but it 
failed of passage in the Senate, notwith- 
standing two of the commissioners who 
nad recommended the bill for passage, 
were members of that body. 

“The bill met with strong opposition 
from the attorneys for certain San 
Francisco institutions, who are making 
immense incomes annually from the ex- 
amination of abstracts of title—a neces- 
sity under the present cumbersome, te- 
dious and expensive system. . 

“As a legislator and as a citizen I 
had hoped that our State might the 
first to adopt this progressive and ad-. 
mirable system of land transfer, but 
selfish opposition proved too strong, 
and sufficient influence of some charac- 
ter was brought to bear upon Senator 
‘McAllister to induce him to withdraw 
the measure, nominally for amendment, 
but actually, of course, to kill the bill. 
If . advocated in the next ses- 
sion of our Legislature it may become 
a law, but in the meantime Illinois has 
led the sisterhood of States by adopting | 
a similar measure at the last session 
of its Legislature, 

“T sincerely hope that The Times and 
other influential journals will continue 
to advocate ‘the adoption of this sys- 
tem of land titles and transfers, for it 
is only through the press that public 
sentiment can be made sufficiently pow. 
erful to demand its passage by our next 
Legislature.”

APPORTIONMENT OF SCHOOL FUNDS 


District-Attorney’s Opinion Con- 
cerning Teachers! Salaries. 

In response to a request recently 
made by the County Superintendent of 
Schools for an opinion regarding the 
payment of kindergarten teachers from 
the funds foroarrying on public schools. 
Dist.-Atty. J. A. Donnell returned the 
following opinion, which, as the ques- 
tion has éxcited 80 much interest, is 
given in full: 

LOS ANGELES (Cal.,) sept. 18, 1895. 

Dear Sir: In a recent communication 
you Mowing . to me for an opinion, the

Sec. 1696 of the Political Code requires 
every teacher in the public schools, be-

Sec. 1701 that no 
requisition tor a teacher shall de 
drawn in favor of any teacher unless 
such teacher is the “holder of a proper 
certificate. — 

“No school district is entitled to re- 


ceive any apportionment of State or. 
‘| county school moneys unless the teach- 


ers employed in the schools of such dis- 
trict hold legal certificates of fitness 
for eV ee in full force and effect.” 


Sec. 1663, subdivision 1, provides that 

“all schools unless othefwise provided 
by law, ba be divided into primary 
and grammer. grades; and sec. 1861 
provides that “the State school fund 
must be used for no other purpose than 
the payment of the salaries of teach- 
ers of primary and grammar schools.” 

State school moneys must be anpor 
tioned to the séveral counties in 
portion to the number of school aia 
children. Sec. 1858, subdivision 4 of 
this section declares that “census chil- 
dren 41 never mentioned in this chap- 
ter, shall be construed to mean those 
between the ages of 5 and 17 years. 

It is within the powers and duties 
of trustees of ‘school districts and of 


boards of education in cities ‘‘ta ex- 


clude from schools children under. 6 
years of age, provided that in cities 
and towns in which the kinde rgarten 


has been adopted or may hereafter be} 
asa nart of the public primary} 


adopted 
schools, children may be admitted to 
such kindergarten classes a gl age 
of 4 years.“ (Sec. 1617, subdivision 9.) A 
similar is a found in sec. 1662. 
By an act, 2 March 20, 1891, 
seé, vision: 9 of the 
Political Code, ‘cities and towns were 
authorized to adopt the kindergarten 
as a part of the pu lic primary schools, 


and admit children to kindergarten 


classes at the age of 4 years. (Laws of
